In  Vienna,  on  Nov.  1 1,  1938,  during  the  Kristallnacht,  the  Nazis  threw  rocks  through  our 
windows,  and  we  were  forced  to  flee  for  our  lives  to  a relatives  apartment  because  we  knew 
that  our  father  was  known  to  be  a wealthy  man  and  a collector  of  paintings,  antiques,  coins 
furniture,  fine  jewelry,  stamps,  and  other  collectibles  which  had  high  intrinsic  value.  ^ 

When  we  returned  the  next  day,  practically  everything  of  value,  including  original 
paintings  by  Rembrandt  van  Rign,  Maurice  Utrillo  and  others,  many  valuable  Persian  Rugs 
that  had  covered  the  floors  and  the  walls.  Gobelin  tapestries  and  the  previously  desenbed 

collections  had  been  looted. 
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After  fleeing  to  Poland  where  my  fether  had  businesses  including  stores,  the  small 
balance  of  our  personal  weaKh  which  we  had  been  *le  to  save  was  to  from  us  wl^e  were
